SJt.O. 21-E.—In exercise of the r>owers conferred by section 184 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government here by makes the following regu¬ 
lations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, ConaTtioris of Services ana Mia- 
eellaneous Regulations, 1964, published with the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 22E, dated the 19th February, 1964, 
namely:— 

1, These regulations may be called the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service 
and Miscellaneous (Eighth Amendment) Regulations. 1970. 

2. In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and Miscellaneous Regu¬ 
lations, 1964— 

(i) In regulations 122 and 128, after sub-regulation (6), the following sub- 

regulation shall be Inserted, namely:— 

‘‘(0-A) Declaration —Before a candidate reports for training, he and his 
parent or guardian are required to sign a bond, as given in 
Appendix XI.” 

(ii) after regulation 166, the following regulation shall be inserted, 

namely:— 

“100-A Declaration —Before a candidate reports for training he and his 
parent or guardian are required to sign a bond, as given in Appendix 

XI." 
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Appendix XI 
DECLARATION 


BOND TO BE SIGNED BY PAKENT/GUARDIAN AND THE CANDIDATE 
SELECTED FOR INITIAL TRAINING WITH A VIEW TO BEING COMMIS¬ 
SIONED IN THE REGULAR NAVY 


1. This agreement dated . date of . between . son of . 

resident of . (hereinafter called The Guarantor’ which expression shalL 

include his personal representative when the context so admits) of the first part 

and... son/ward of the aforesaid Guarantor (hereinafter called The 

Officer’) of the second part and the President of India (hereinafter called “the 
Government” which expression shall include a successor and assigns where the 
context so admits) of the third part. 

2. Whereas the Officer has been selected by the Government on the terms here¬ 
after appearing for the purpose of receiving initial training with a view to being 
Commissioned as an officer in the Regular Navy, provided he is considered by 
the Government to be suitable in all respects. 


3. Now it is agreed between the parties referred to above that in considera¬ 
tion of the Officer being selected by the Government f6r the purpose of the afore¬ 
said training, the guarantor covenants with the Government that the officer will 
attend the aforesaid training, as the Government may determine from time to 
time for the prescribed periods or until he is declared fit (as to which the decision 
of the approDriate authority prescribed by the Government for the time being 
shall be final) to hold the assigned appointment and also complete the prescribed 
period of probationary period, unless he. the Officer Is" prevented from doing so 
by death or on account of ill health or some other reason over which the officer 
has no control or by being removed on the ground that the Officer is considered 
by the said appropriate authority to be unfit to continue as an officer on proba¬ 
tion. 


4. If for any reason not beyqnd the control of the officer, he does not complete 
the prescribed period of his training and probation or does not hold appointment 
assigned to him then the guarantor and the officer shall jointly and severally, be 
liable to pay forthwith to the Government in cash such sum as the Government 
shall fix, but not exceeding such expenses as shall have been incurred by the 
Government on account of the officer on his training and Ml monies received by 
the officer as pay and allowances from the Government together with interest on 
the said monies calculated at the rate in force for Government loans. 

5. The guarantor further agrees that the guarantor shall not be relieved from 
his liability by reason of any variation of the terms or of any indulgence by the 
Government to the officer or by any such matter or thing whatsoever which under 
the law relating to sureties would but for this provision have effect of so relieving 
the guarantor. 

ft. And it is lastly agreed that if there is any dispute as to the effect or meaning 
of these presents, the decision of which has not been expressly hereinbefore pro¬ 
vided for, the same shall be referred to the decision of the Secretary to the 
Government Of India in. the Ministry of Defence, whose decision shall be final.
